Samuel Woolner Says He Is Going to Fight 
MecNulta Hard. 

Peoria, III., April 9.—[Special.]—The an- 
nual meeting of the whisky trust to de held 
next week promises to be one of the most in- 
teresting in the history of the big combine. 
The Peorians who have long remained silent 
under severe accusations have commenced a 


fight which it is thought will result in highly 


sensational developments between now ard 
April 17. The disruption of the Spirk Dis- 
tilling Association is but the forerunner of 
more important events. Since the advent of 
the McNulta receivership the business has 
been gradually withdrawn from Peoria until 
now the Peorians will fight to maintain their 
trade and there will be lively times. Presi- 
dent J. B. Greenhut has opened a private 
office and does not visit trust headquarters at 
all. He admits he will make a statement to 
the stockholders at their annual meeting, 
but would not speak of the contents, Nearly 
all the Board of Directors will tender 
their resignations to the stockholders. 
Today prices were dropped two cents a gallon 


on all classes of goods, At trust headquarters 


Walter Barker, the manager for the receiver, 
did not care to discuss the situation. Corning 
& Co,, Western distributers, and all the inde- 
dendents reduced prices, ande still further re- 
ductions ate expected. This reduction is be- 
lieved to be but the starter of a big war in 
rates, 

Samuel Woolner Sr. and his nephew, Sam- 
uei Woolner Jr., returned this morning from 
Chicago, where they attended the meeting of 
the Spirit Distilling Association yesterday. 
Mr. Woolner Sr., the President of the Atlas 
Distillmg company, the largest distillery in 
the world, has his war paint on, and, having 
withdrawn from the Spirits Distilling Asso- 
ciation, is arranging to starta fight against 
Receivet McNulta and the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding company. Mr. Woolner further 
volunteered the information that the Spirit 
Distilling Association has dissolved for good 
and that no more meetings will be held. With 
him in his fight are big Pekin distillers and 
all the independents. 

New York, April 9.—[Special. ]—Members of 
the spirit trade here confirm the Chicago ad- 
vices to the effect that leading members of the 
Spirit Distilling Association have withdrawn. 
They say spirits arg being sold from 51.25 to 
$1.26 in this market. They say eventually 
the matter must be patched up or some of the 
concerns go out of business. There has been 
some uncertainty in regard to the attitude of 
one company connected with the distributing 
association. It, however, would have prob- 
ably joined the agreement but for the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Woolner, who after having 
joined the agreement announced he would 
withdraw from it. It cannot,’ of course, be 
declared with absolute certainty that his ac- 
tion was iafluenced by the Greenhut-Morris 
interest, but it is believed here this interest,

The shipment 
of stamps secured yesterday were delivered to 
William W. De Wees, manager of the Chicago 
Addressing company, No. 40 Dearborn 
street. The other two consignments were 
sent, one to Edward Duthil, No. 
36 Evergreen avenue, and one to 
Nathan Herzog, a cigar dealer in the ro- 
tunda of the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing. Each of these packages was consigned 


by the Canadian Novelty company of Ham- 


ilton, Ont., and were sent C. O. D. 
Can't Find the Concern. 

The letterheads of this concern give its ad- 
dress in Hamilton at No. 22 King William 
street. The Western Union Telezraph com- 
pany, however, tried to deliver two messages 
to that address sent from thie city and was un- 
able to find it. The manner of doing business 
is described by purchasers here. An adver- 
tisement in Tue Trrpune March 30, they say, 
attracted them to the alluring business offer 
of this alleged Canadian concern. The ad- 
veftisement was as follows: 

IE. HAVE $115 UNITED STATES 2-CENT 
stamps, which we cannot use here, and will send 
them by express C. O. D., privilege of examination, 
for $100. CANADIAN NOVELTY AND SUPPLY Co., 
Hamilton, Ont. | 

The usual discount on two-cent stamps in 
such quantities given by commercial houses 
which acquire them in the course of business 
is 3 per cent. This looked like a 
bargain. Among those who were will- 
ing to improve the opportunity was 
Archie L. Doherty of the Musonic Temple. 
He sent a telegram Monday, April 1, saying 
he would take the stamps and pay for them on 
delivery. His telegram was returned that 
evening, the telegraph company saying the 
firm could not be found. He ordered the tel- 
egram stamped and placed in the postoffice 
for delivery. 

„That was the last I heard of the matter,“ 
he said yesterday. I am glad now I did not 
get the stamps, for I would never have scru- 
tinized them, as I never yet had occasion to 
doubt the genuineness of a postage stamp.“ 

Mr. De Wees Not Disappointed, 


Manager De Weesof the Chicago Address- 
ing company had a similar experience, but 
he was more persistent. He telegraphed the 
same day on which Mr. Doherty sent his mes- 
sage, addressing it to the same concern. His 
message was returned to him the same even- 
ing, saying the company’s address was not 
known. He placed it in an envelope along 
with a letter, repeating the order. He gota 
reply dated April 4, saying the stamps 


would be shipped to him from Buffalo, 


to avoid the expense of sending 
them across the frontier; and also saying they 
could furnish him $300 worth every month. 
The stamps came Monday. They were in 
twenty-three envelopes containing 250 stamps 
each. Mr. De Wees counted them and found 
the number correct, and gave the express 
messenger a check for $100. He placed the 
stamps in his safe and thought no more about 
it until Capt. Porter entered his office yester. 
day morning at 8 o'clock and asked 
to see the stamps he received 
by express the day before. When 
Capt. Porter’s experienced eye fell on them 
he knew they were spurious. The printing is 
not so clearason the genuine. They are said 
to be lithographs instead of steel engravings. 
The color is good ; the most glaring deficiency 
isin the size. They are about one-thirty- 
second of an inch larger each way. The 
paper is as good asin the genuine stamps 
and the gumming on them is much 
better than on the government’s output. 
This examination of the counterfeits developed 
the theory that they may have been the work 
of some of the experts who were employed in 
that particular branch of business prior to 
July last, when the government took the con- 
tract away from the concern which had been 
doing the work. 

The check given in payment for the stamps 
by Mr. De Wees was returned to him yester- 
day by General Agent Wygant of the Wells.

Stamps Not Closely Examined. 

Nobody stops to examine a stamp, while 
if a man receives a $1 currency bill he takes 
a look at it from force of habit, if nothing 
When one puts this counterfeit by 


er und the printing is not so good, yet good 
enough a@nd near enough in size to deceive 
any unsuspecting man in the world. What 
the effect of this discovery will be I cannot 
tell. The present two-cent issue undoubtedly 
will be recalled, but I have no authority for 
the statement further than my judgment of 
what the government must do to protect 
itself. It may not be necessary to make a 
new design. A new color might be used. As 
to the number of stamps issued by the gov- 
ernment and unused no ode can tell. There 
is no way of telling.“ 

Capt. Stuart said yesterday he regarded the 
purchasers of these stamps as innocent and 
would make no arrests in that direction. It 
is a big thing.“ he said. and will compel the 
government to recall the entire two-cent is- 
sue.

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OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 
Stocks of Postage Stamps in All Large 
Cities to Be Examined. 
Washington, D. C., April 9.—[ Special. ]— 
Inspector Stuart telegraphed the Postoffice 
Depertment that counterfeit two-cent stamps 
were in cirowlation at Chicago, whereupon 
Chief Hazen of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice and Chief Inspector Wheeler of the Post- 
office Department aftera consultation with 
the postal officials decided to issue a circular 
of instructions to inspectors throughout this 
country to institute an investigation of the 
stock of stamps on hand in the postoffices at 
all the large cities. Furthermore they 
were instructed to codperate with the 
Canadian postal and police authori- 
ties, because it was the  supposi- 
tion that the counterfeit stamps came from 
across the border. Several weeks ago infor- 
mation came to the Postoffice Department 
that a counterfeit two-cent stamp was being 
circulated at Boston, Mass., and a sample 
was sent to the stamp division here for exam- 
ination. It was found to be a clumsily exe- 
cuted photo-lithograph, badly blurred.

Last Friday it was 
$1.10, Saturday $1.17, yesterday $1.30, and 
today $1.45. Refined oil is quoted at $3.15, 
an advance of 11 centsin twenty-four hours, 
All this. has caused the greatest excitement 
among producers. Since last summer, when 
oil began gradually to go up, they 
have been actively at work prospecting 
and they have pushed developments into 
Kentucky. But their efforts have been 
rewarded with few good wells, Since the 
McDonald field was opened four years ago, 
with its 200, 500, and even 5,000 
barrels a day wells, there has 
been no strike to cause a flocking of 
leasers to any part of the oil country. 
The Sisterville field in West Virginia has pro- 
duced much oil, but it has not offset the re- 
duction in output of the older terri- 
tory. The Waverly field in the Sister- 
ville district was opened up last week and 
showed some small wells. Twenty barreis 
a day is the best they have done. Brought 
face to face with the prospect of having to 
close its refineries for want of raw material 
the Standard was compelled to raise the 
price, } 
The trading on the Pittsburg Exchange 
today was 100,000 barrels, an aggregate 
not recorded in a dozen years. The 
brokers look forward with glee to reopening 
the oil accounts, and the banks anticipate 
an influx of capital to this city such 
as has not been known before. Pittsburg 
will be the center of the oil business hence- 
forth. The Standard’s agents are here and 
have been buying up all the leases they can 
lay their hands on. 


OIL CROWD TURNS OUT IN GOTHAM, 


Price of Certificates Attracts 
Many Specalators. 

New York, April 9.—!Special.]—There was 
a bigger crowd of oil speculators on the New 
York Petroleum Exchange this morning than 
has been seen there for years and the wires to 
Oil City and Pittsburg were kept hot with in- 
quiries and orders. In two days the rise has 
eclipsed anything of the kind in petroleum 
for years. Oil certificates have jumbed from 
$1.15 to $1.45 in forty-eight hours. There 
is little speculative interest, however. The 
Standard is recognized as the only gainer, 
and the consumer must simply pay to much 
more--a trifling sum in a gallon. It isestimated 
that about 4,500,000 gallons are now in stor- 
age, and that this supply is being encroached 
upon at the rate of 25,000 gallons or more 
daily. As the Standard Oil company is under 
contract to supply 35 per cent of the entire 
oil consumption, the bidding up of certifi- 
cates by it is only natural. At the company’s 
offices interviews were declined.

BIG LEASE OF WESTERN GRAZING LAND. 


Texas Cattle Dealers Will Make a Fight 
on the Birons in Oklahoma. 

Guthrie, O. T., April 9.—{Special.]—The 
Territorial School Land Department has 
ccnsummated the biggest lease of land ever 
made in the West. The lessees are D. Wag- 
goner & Son, the big cattle dealers of De- 
catur, Tex., and the lease is for five years 
and covers all the school land in Rogers, 
Mills, Day, and Woodward Counties, or 
532,800 acres. The sum of $17,250 per annum 
is paid for the lease. The lease means a re- 
vival of the fight between the large cattle- 
men of Texas and the two Territortes, as the 
Waggoners have made this lease for no 
other purpose than to drive out the cattle 
barons now grazing stock in Western Okla- 
homa. They have made arrangements for 
driving 100,000 cattle into the new country, 
which is just right for grazing purposes. 
These cattle belong to Kansas City and Chi- 
cago parties. This coup of the Waggoners 
will freeze out the barons now on the west 
side who have been running things with a 
high hand. The lease will bring $85,000 to 
the Oklahoma school fund, and the tax 
levied on the cattle will bring the Territory 
a profit of $25,000.

Clearing Decks for a Vigorous

ALL THE DOORS WIDE OPEN. 


Host of Visitors Bring Congratulations 
to the Chief. 


OTHER OFFICIALS TAKE CHARGE, 


Mayor Swift swung his retrenchment and 
reform ax yesterday with a vigor that broke 
the record. He harvested the heads of 1,000

Then he placed Engineer 
Lowe in charge. Acting Commissioner of 
Public Works Moody was directed to drop 
three-fourths of the men on the bridge repair 
gang, which meant that eighty or ninety men 
had to let go soft places. This was followed 
by an order to cut the water pipe extension 
force one half, and from 500 to 1,000 heads 
dropped in the basket. All engineers em- 
ployed within the last two weeks were ordered 
discharged. The sewer repair gang was just 
about obliterated, 


His First Day a Record Breaker. 


Mayors have come and Mayors have gone, 
but Mayor Swift’s first day was a record- 
breaker.

the payment of campaign expenses. Judge 
Neely enlarged upon the fact that patriotism 
as demonstrated in the celebrations year after 
year of Washington’s birthday is solidly en- 
shrined in the hearts of the people.

Report on Civil Service Work. 


Through its Chairman, Alfred F. Hatch, the 
Committee on Political Action made a report 
of its work in securing the passage of a civil 
service law and in assisting in bringing about 
its adoption by the people of Chicago. This 
report told how a delegation of twenty-five, a 
majority of whom were Union League mem- 
bers, went to Springfield and labored for the 
passage of the law and how a campaign com- 
mittee during the last five days of the fight 
before election furnished speakers and ar- 
ranged for 111 meetings. The resolutions 
offered. by this committee and unanimously 
adopted foiiow: 

Resolved, That the Union“: League club con- 
gratulates Chicago, the first great American city 
to adopt the merit system in municipal adminis- 
tracion,and hopes and anticipates that this victory 
and its fruits will not only encourage many other 
cities of our country to fight and win the same 
battle in their own political flelis, but will earn 
for Chicago one more triumph—one as glorious 
as any yet achieved—the triumph of leadership 
in municipal reform. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Union 
League club that the incoming city administia- 
tion can best secure the approval and commenda- 
tion of all good citizens by the appointment of a 
commission under the civil service law in hearty 
sympathy with the purposes of that law and by 
the thorough and etfective execution and en- 
forcement of its provisions. 

Then came the literary part of the evening. 
President Hamline said in securing the pass- 
age and adoption of a civil service law the 
club had broken all records, and he felt that 
the vote cast for this proposition was an in- 
dication that the club had represented the 
people. 

Cummings Lays It to Apathr. 

Joseph E. Cummings, the first speaker, 
was certain that the bad features ia politics 
in large cities were not due to any fault in the 
political system of this country, but to 
apathy on the part of the peuple. He said: 

The orignal political unit of the United States 
was the town, where everybody knew evervbody 
else. But in a night, as it were, the village 
changed toa city and then came the spoils 858 
tem asa breeder of corruption.

The speaker then gave a brief history of the 
legislation ‘oth in this country ana England 
ugainst the purchasing of votes by candidates 
orinany way not strictly legitimate, trying 
to influence the minds and actions of voters. 
He also gave the salient features of the bill 
recently introduced in the Legislature at 


and Struckman, composing the Committee 
on Legislation of the County Board, left at 
midnight for Springfield to attend the Legis- 
lature in the interest of several county meas- 
ures.

Ex- 
perience has demonstrated that the present 
expensive and inefficient method of conduct- 
ing the public business of Cook County is 
at variance with the moral and material in- 
terests of the people, while the spoils sys- 
tem in its application to the management of 
the hospital, poorhouse,gand insane asylums 
located in this county is Alike brutal in effect 
and repulsive to the humanitarian spirit of

The Commissioners are em- 
powered. to make rules to carry out the pur- 
poses of the civil service act, and for exam- 
inations, appointments, and removals in ac- 
cordance with its provisions. All applica- 
tions for offices shall be subjected to exam- 
ination, which shall be public, competitive, 
and free to all citizens of the United States, 
with specified limitations as to age, resi- 
dence, and health. Sec. 20 of the bill excepts 
the following officers from the classified 
service: 

“Superintendent of Public Service, War- 
den of the County Hospital, Warden of the 
Insane Hospital and Poorhouse, County 
Physician,, Custodian of the Court-House, 
the County Attorney and his principal as- 
sistants, the Committee Clerk of the County 
Board, and the heads of any other depart- 
ments or institutions which shall be here- 
after created.’’ 

No employe shall be discharged except for 
cause upon written charges and after an op- 
portunity to be heard in his defense shall be 
given. The Commissioners shall receive a 
salary of $1,500 a year, and any person not 
at the time in the official service of the coun- 
ty shall receive $5 a day for serving as a 
member of the Board of Examiners or on the 
Trial Board. 

No officer in the classified service shall 
solicit any assessment, subscription, or con- 
tribution for political purposes, and no per- 
son shall solicit contributions for political 
purposes from any officer or employe in the 
classified civil service. 

The Police Commission, composed of John 
W. Ela, Harry Rubens, and John H. Ham- 
line, appointed by ex-Mayor Hopkins, and 
which with the termination of his adminis- 
tration relinquished all claim to an organ- 
ization of such a character, yesterday re- 
ported in full as to the work accompished 
while acting as the Police Commission. The 
report touches upon the organization of the 
commission and the labors incident to its 
term of service. The commission's total ex- 
penses amounted to $225. 


PLAN FOR DIVIDING THE PATRONAGE 
County Board Committee Arranges It for 
Sabmission Next Monday. 


A committee of three members of the 
County Board met yesterday and devised a 
plan of disposing of patronage, which they 
propose to lay before the board.

Mining Interests of the Commonwealth 
Will Suffer Irreparable {Injury, They 
Say, Uniess Local Operators in the Ap- 
pangste District Abandon Their Posi- 
tlon-Causes That Led Up to the Pres- 
ent CrisiaeReport That Troops Are 
Needed Considered a Fake. 7 

Ottumwa, Ia., April 9.—{Special.]—The 
representatives of the Wapello Coal compa- 
ny, Whitebreast Fuel company, Centerville 

Block Coal company, Star mine, Phillips 

Fuel company, and Smoky Hollow Coal 

company, representing, with allied inter- 

ests, mines which employ 8,000 of the 12,000 

mners in the State, formulated today their 

statement of the causes of the present dis- 
sension. They assert that unless local oper- 
ators in the Appanoose district abandon 
their position the mining interests of the 


State must suffer irreparable injury. The 
statement in substance follows: 


“During 1804 the depression in general | 


business caused by the panic of 18938 and in- 
tensified by the corn crop failure of last 
summer caused a great decrease in the de- 
mand for coal. A conservative estimate of 
such decrease is 30 per cent of the entire pre- 
vious business. This loss fell upon all dis- 
tricts, but the statistics for the year ending 
June 30, 1805, when published will show that 
the districts now claiming that reduced 
Wages are necessary suffered the least pro- 
portion of the general loss in tonnage. Each 
individual operator with a child-like but un- 
dying belief in his own rectitude and lack of 
it in everybody else conceived the idea that 
because his business decreased others were 
taking it from him. In the insane personal 
warfare that followed in the locality where 
overproduction is most, selling prices were 
reduced to less than the cost of production. 
Having exhausted their own resources the 
operators now demand that the war shall be 
carried on at the expense of the miners and 
the community in which the mines are lo- 
cated. Through the reduction in the amount 
of work available to them miners’ earnings 
already have suffered a reduction in the last 
year of 30 per cent. 

The threatened reduction in rates is 
equivalent to a further cut of 20 per cent. 
If a reduction is forced in one or more dis- 
tricts it will be the first brick which will 
knock down the whole row, and the rate will 
be reduced throughout the entire State. This 
means that the annual amount of mining 
wages received and spent by the men in the 
mining: communities of the State, and they 
are obliged to spend all they earn, will be 
reduced $600,000 or more. Such communi- 
ties as a whole will receive no corresponding 
benefit. It is recognized by every one that 
reducing wages will not increase consump- 
tion. Such a policy means nothing. more 
than that there 186 to be an attempted re- 
division among the different districts of 
competitive business; that during the proc- 
ess the reduction in wages will be entirely 
given away in cut prices, and when it is all 
over there will be about the same division 
in business as before. Such an enormous 
injury to the coal mining counties is with- 
out justification from either humane or 
business reasons. It starts from local con- 
ditions, and the parties responsible for their 
own overproduction and wasteful compe- 
tition now propose wantonly to saddle the 
consequence of their own acts upon the en- 
tire mining region of the State. 

The operators making this statement be- 
lieve wages ani differentials should be fixed 
with reference to what miners can earn un- 
der them rather than for the purpose of di- 
verting established trade from one place to 
another. They say the scale fixed by the 
Ottumwa agreement is based on that prin- 
cipal, allowing for all other questions whien 
may properly be considered in connection. 
Considering the growth of business in Appa- 
noose County and what a miner can earn 
under the scale of 80 cents and $1 the dis- 
crimination, if any, is in favor of instead of 
against that district. At 75 cents a ton and 
allowing for his daily working expenses a 
miner can earn more money a day in the 
thick veins of the middle districts than he 
can at $1 a ton in Appanoose. It will bear 
repeating that the whole trouble in the im- 
portant districts is bitter local competition 
and personal enmity among local operators. 
The responsibility for these conditions is 
entirely local and business sagacity and 
common fairness require that they should 
be dealt with locally. The signers hereof 
desire sincerely to protect the coal mining 
communities of the State from the public 
calamity of competition among miners 
striving to see which can work for an exist- 
ence on the lowest wages. Let such a con- 
dition of things be started and it is impossi- 
ble to see where it will end.“

Civic Federation Attorneys to Institute 
Ac ou in the Courts. 

The Municipal committee of the Civic Fed- 
eration, of which W. A. Giles is Chairman, 
is making a vigorous fight against the final 
job of the Hopkins administration in award- 
ing twenty-five sewer contracts to the high- 
est instead of the lowest bidder.

The bill will ask for an injunction restrain- 
ing the City of Chicago, the Commissioner 
of Public Works, Joseph J. Duffy, and Ga- 
han & Byrne from proceeding with the work 
under either of these two contracts.

NEW PLAN TO PROMOTE CIGAR SALES. 


Alluring Muasibal Contrivance of a Mich- 
igan Manufacturer. 
Washington, D. C., April 9.— [Special.] — 
Internal revenue officials have peculiar re- 
quests as wellas sample packages submitted 
to them for inspection and decision as to 
whether they come within the jurisdiction of 
this branch of the public service. One of the 
most original as well as unique cases recently 
was that of a Michigan cigar manufacturer, 
who sent to the Treasury Department a box 
containing fifty first-class cigars in a box 
which had all the indications of being one of 
the kind in which cigars are usually packed. 
Upon opening the iid, however, the spring re- 
leased a mechanical contrivance in 
bottom of the box and a tune from a 
diminutive music-box could he plainly 
distinguished. This manufacturer wanted to 
know if it would be a violation of the law for 
him to put one of these little musical instru- 
ments in every box of cigars turned out by 
his factory. Furthermore he wanted to get 
outa patent on the idea as well as the music- 
box brand of cigars. After enjoying the fra- 
grant contents of the music-box the Treasury 
authorities decided against the petition, hold- 
ing the law would not sanction anything else 
in a package of cigars except these luxuries, 
Consequently the music-box attachment was 
returned to the manufacturer, and he will 


have to devise some new scheme to make his 


cigars popualr. It was stated Mme Treasury 


Department that if the bars wero once let 
down regarding the contents of a package of 
cigars there was no telling where enterprising 


manufacturers would stop in advertising their 
productions.

Consul 
Barker says: The sugar growers throughout 
Cuba are at the very beginning of the grind- 
ing season in a most deplorable condition, 
and bankruptcy appears inevitable to nine- 
tenths of them. The very low price of sugar— 
contrifugals selling today at 1% cents per 
pound with indications of a further decline in 
prices—renders the situation so discouraging 
that some mills have ceased to grind. Within 
the last few days one large planter has sus- 
pended and others may have to do so for 
want of money to operate their mills, With- 
out some concessions or an advance in price 
another year will see a state of S ffairs dis- 
astrous, even for the most prosperous of 
Cuban planters. N

A. V. ARMOUR BRETURNS FROM HAVANA. 


Some Work Done for the Marshall Field 
Museum Hope of Cuban Inaurgents. : 
Jacksonville, Fla., April 9.—[{Special.]—Al- 
lison V. Armour of Chicago, who arrived, 
here Saturday from Havana in his steam 
yacht Ituna, sailed for New York this morn- 
ing. Mr. Armour Says he experienced no 
difficulty getting his yacht in and out of the 
harbor of Havana, although he understood 
the Spanish Government was holding all 
yachts under suspicion and the strictest 
surveillance. He entertains a strong hope 
for the ultimate success of the Cuban revo- 
lutionist party, but says if the organization 
of the revolutionists was not more perfect 
than any which had been had before, the 
struggle for independence would meet with 
ignominious defeat. 

The report that we have been doing some 
work for the Marshall Field museum in Chi- 
cago in Southern waters needs some quali- 
fications,’’ said Mr. Armour. No collec- 
tions have been made, but I have had two 
scientific friends with me and they have 
done a little preliminary work which I hope 
will be followed up by more definite opera- 
tions ata later date. We stopped in Havana 
for two days on our return from the South-

OOMMISSIONER DURFEE’S REPORT ON 
ILLINOIS BUSINESS, 


Showing Made by the Various Companies 
in the State During 1894—Premiums, 
and Losses, and Other StatisticseRec- 
ommendations of the Department—Lo- 
eal Board Meeting Today—An Amend- 
ment Governing and Limiting Commis- 
sions Will Be Voted On. 


Insurance Commissioner Durfee has com- 
pleted the first portion of his report for 1894 
covering fire, marine, and navigation insur- 
ance in Illinois: This has gone to the print- 
er’s hands, and within the next few days 
will be ready for circulation. According to 
the report there were 374 companies doing 
business lawfully in the State Dec. 31, 1894. 
Of this number 169 were stock companies, 
foreign companies, and mutuals, and 205 
were district, county, and township compan- 
ies formed for the purpose of giving protec- 
tion against fire and windstorms, and to in- 
sure livestock. There were seven Illinois 
stock fire companies, nine Illinois mutual 
fire companies, 103 stock companies of other 
States, 15 mutuals of other States, and 33 
foreign companies doing business in IIlinois 
at the close of the year. 

Five Illinois companies were chartered 
during the year and licenses granted them 
to do business. These are the Coal Opera® 
tors’ Mutual of Springfield, the Chicago Mu- 
tual, the Illinois Mutual, the Reliance Mu- 
tual, and the Garden City Mutual of Chi- 
cago. Charters were issued to eight com- 
panies which have so far failed to complete 
their onganization and secure the license 
necessary before beginning business. These 
are the Commercial, the Citizens’ Mutual 
the Chicago National, the. Guardian Fire. 
the Methodist Assurance Association, the 
Metropolitan, and the Western Union Fire 
of Chicago, and the Northwestern Mutual 
of Rockford. Notice has been received by 
the department of intention to organize the 
Armour, the Commercial Mutual, the Great 
Western, and the Phoenix Mutual, all of 
Chicago. 

During the year the Saginaw Valley Fire 
and Marine increased its capital from $100, - 
000 to $200,000. Of the foreign fire com- 
panies, the Guardian withdrew from this 
country, reinsuring its risks in Cook County 
with the Union of London. Its deposit capi- 
tal in the United States is $200,000. The 
Switzerland Marine, with a deposit capital 
in the United States of $215,000, was licensed 
by the department Sept. 11, 1894. The Boyls- 
ton of Boston reinsured its fire business in 
the German American in March, 1894, and 
its marine business in the Providence Wash- 
ington. The Dwelling House reinsured in 
the Springfield Oct. 17. The Fidelity Fire 
and Marine reinsured in the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ of Cincinnati, O., March, 
1894. The Sun of San Francisco, doing a 
marine business only, withdrew from the 

State.

Mr. Durfee makes the following recom- 
mendations: 


This department has assumed that it was most 
desirable, as well as proper, to embody its views 
in the shape of a bill, to be presented to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and has therefore made a revision 
of the fire, marine, and inland navigation insur- 
ance laws and the same has been introduced and 
is now pending. Several months have been devot- 
ed to such revision and the existing laws of this 
State have been carefully collected with the laws 
of other States. Hhe necessity for such revision 
was made apparent on taking charge of the office; 
the laws of 1869 had. been amended at various 
times, such amendments not always harmonizing 
with the original act. It has been the aim of the 
department in drafting such revision.to treat all 
interests equitably and afford full protection to 
the insured as far as possible. 

There has also been prepared a revision of the 
act of May 31, 1879, relating to casualty insur- 
ance. Said act did not authorize the. formation of 
such companies in this State, but left to outside 
capital only the privilege of exploiting that field. 
The proposed revision provides for the organiza- 
tion of such companies in this State, giving home 
capital a chance for investment in that line. The 
bill is now 2— before the General Assembly, 
and it is to be hoped favorable action may be had 


} thereon, as well as on the bill in regard to fire in- 


surance. 

There seems to be but little tendency on the part 
of capital in this State to seek an investment in 
the formation of fire and life insurance companies. 
The amount of capital invested in stock fire-insur- 
ance companies in the State of New York,as shown 
in the report of the Superintendent of Insurance of 
that State for the year ending Dec. 31, 1803, was 
$16,350,000; in Pennsylvania, $12,052,875: while 
Ininois, ranking the third in the Union, has only 
$1,550,000. This seems to be an anomalous condi- 
tion and may grow out of the want of success of 
the large number of companies chartered before 
the Chicago fire. That fire was a burning experi- 
ence to all of them, consuming their assets with 
the greater part of that city. It wiil be the aim of 
this department to encourage the formation of 
solvent insurance companies and exploitaion of 
Illinois capital in this field. It is to be hoped that 
a revision of the law now pending before the Gen- 
eral Assembly may encourage the investment of. 
capital in insurance, and that this State may take 
the rank in that enterprise among its sister States 
it is entitled to. 

Fire losses approximated $130,000,000 the last 
rear, showing a gratifying decrease over the year 
vefore, but yet largely above the normal. The fire 
and marine losses incurred on business done in this 
State during 1894 approximated closely the losses 
of the year preceding, which were $7,851,356.42. 
From 1875 to 1892 inclusive there were more com- 
penies doing business in this State than in 1893 
and 1894. Yet during that time the losses aver- 
aged only about $3,340,000 per annum, or Ruch 
less than 50 per cent of the losses for 1893 and _ 1804. 

The ratio of losses to risks written in 1895 and 
894 was .66 on the $100; the average ratio of 
csses per annum to risks written for the preced- 
ing eighteen years was .44 per cent on the 8100. 
These figures would indicate underlying causes 
and abnormal! conditions which if maintained are 
of a threatening nature. The depression in busi- 
ness resulting from the panic is of course largely 
responsible, but will hardly account for all the 
trouble. The tendency to mass large stocks and 
values in limited spaces has something to do with 
it, together with defective buildings, and more 
than anything else the accumulation of inflam- 
mable rubbish and debris in or adjoining buildings. 

The report is unusually complete in its 


figures, showing premiums and losses, re- 


turns from investments, the amount and 


character of securities and assets. Mr. 
Durfee quotes the decisions of the various 
courts relating to insurance interests made 
in the courts of the State during the twelve 


months.

Provision for an Appropriation, 


The House Committee on Municipalities to- 
day amended Loewenthal's resolution which 
provides for the investigation of the City 
Council of Chicago by adding thereto a pro- 
vision making an appropriation for he neces- 
gary expenses of the investigation. Under the 
ruling of the House the resolution has to go 
to the Committee on Appropriations, as no 
inoney can be voted out of the State Treasury 
without the action of that organization.

The House Committee on Appropriations 
will recommend for passage the bill appro- 
ting $50,000 for a normal school in 
Northwestern Illinois.

noia has no State institution other than the 
Iasane Asylum at E’gin, which is virtually 
local to Chicago.

Its residents have paid their taxes year 
after year without murmuring and never have 
received any recognition froin the State in the 
way of an institution. 
Some years ago there was a great deal of 
rejudice aguinst these normal schools. Some 
olks seemed to think that almost anybody 
could make a good school teacher, and that a 
splendid education could be had under primi- 
tive circumstances.

MORE GROUND FOR THE CAPITOL, . 


Senate Committee Reports in Favor of Its 
Purchate. 

Springfield, III., April 9.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Public Grounds or- 
dered to be reported favorably and sent to 
the Committee on Appropriations a bill pro- 
viding for the purchase of additional ground 
for the State Capitol. The ground sought 
lies south of the building and will extend 
about 150 feet. The price asked is $35,000. 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
today reported, with a recommendation that

appropriating $50,000 each to establish and 
maintain a Northern and Eastern State Mor- 
mal School. 

The Committee on Mines and Mining vot- 
ed to report favorably without amendment 
Mr. Selby's bill to protect miners and labor- 
ers while developing or working in coal 
mines. 

The House Committee on Revenue ordered 
favorably reported Mr. Cochran’s bill pro- 
viding for the assessment of notes, bonds, 
and other evidences of indebtedness and re- 
quiring the assessor to administer the oath 
to persons whose property is to be assessed. 
The bill also empowers the assessor to call 
before him and examine persons under oath 
as to the quantity, quality, and value of the 
property of others. The same committee 
ordered favorably reported Mr. Walleck’s 
bill for the taxation of bachelors. 

The House Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations, ordered reported to the House, 
with the recommendation that it be referred 
to the Committee on Appropriations, Mr. 
Lowenthal's resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to investi- 
gate the action of the Chicago City Council 
in passing the Ogden gas and Cosmopolitan 
electric ordinances some timeago. The res- 
olution was amended so as to empower the 
committee to employ the necessary number 
of attorneys, to subpena witnesses, and to 
compel the production of books and papers. 
The reference of the resolution in its amend- 
ed form to theAppropriations committee was 
deemed appropriate because the resolution 
involves the expenditure of a considerable 
sum of money. 

The same committee ordered favorably re- 
ported Crafts’ bill amending the city and 
village act so as to enable the Town of Cicero 
to be divided, and Weston’s bill providing 
for the licensing of dealersin bicycles. Wal- 
leck’s bill making Aldermen ineligible to

HAULS PALMER OVER THE COALS, 


Thomas E. Merritt Surprised at His Pres- 
ent Position on Silver. 

Springfield, III., April 9.—Thomas E. Mer- 
ritt of Salem in an interview tonight gave 
the assurance that the Democracy of South- 
ern Illinois is practically solid in indorsing 
the calling of a currency convention by the. 
Democratic State Central committee and 
that they are also solidly in favor ofa silver 
platform. Mr. Merritt has attended every 
Democratic State convention held in forty 
years and was a delegate to the national 
conventions which nominated Cleveland 
each time he was elected.

M’KINLEY SPEAKS AT HARTFORD. 


Banquet of the Club Bearing His Name a 
Brilliant Affair. 

Hartford, Conn., April 9.—The banquet 
tendered Gov. McKinley of Ohio by the Mc- 
Kinley club of this city this evening was a 
brilliant affair. Many of the State’s most 
prominent men from all sections were pres- 
ent, including the entire Congressional dele- 
gation. Gov. Coffin introduced Gov. McKin- 
ley, who spoke for two hours on political 
and governmental questions. He was fre-. 
quently interrupted by applause. He spoke 
in part as follows: 

The Republican party invites the fullest 
discussion of its principles and shirks no 
responsibility. Our foreign policy for the 

ost part during the last two years has 
allen short of the lofty standard of a cent- 
ury ago and of more recent times as well. 
While in our domestic situation there is no 
cause for congratulation this is not the time 
to indulge in terms of distrust or aggrava- 
tion. As to the tariff, the Brice-Gorman- 
Whiison bill has reversed the wise revenue 
policy of the government since its founda- 
tion, so that today more money is being 
collected from internal taxes than custom 
duties. The lack of confidence in the finan- 
cial policy of the government is nowhere 
more manifest than in the drains which 
have been made upon the Treasury for the 
redemption of the greenbacks. President 
Harrison paid off $296,000,000 of the public 
debt and turned over to Mr. Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration $124,000,000 surplus.“ 

Gov. McKinley criticised the bond con- 
tract, made in secret with the financiers of 
Europe, which he termed the culmination of 
the hard bargain business that began in No- 
vember, 1892. Regarding tariff agitation the 
speaker said:

Drought Broken Generally and Seeding Is 
Well Under Way. 4 

Willis L. Moore, chief of the Weather Bu- 
reau of Chicago, sends out the following re- 
port as to the conditions of crops through- 
out the country and the general influence of 
weather on growth, cultivation, and harvest. 
It was made by the directors of the different 
State weather services of the Weather Bu- 
reau today: 

Lllinois—Drought conditions broken, temperature 
and rainfa!l above normal; winter wheat, rye, 
meadows greatly improved, ground in excellent 
condition: bats and spring wheat sown, early po- 
tatoes planted, gardens made in central and south- 
ern counties, one-half to three-quarters in north- 
ern: fruit trees in good condition, buds bursting in 
southern counties. 

Wisconsin—General rains during last two days 
of great benefit; farm work progressing rapidly 
under favorable conditions; seeding general in 
central and southern counties; winter wheat and 
clover badly winter killed; stock in fine condition. 

Minnesota—Temperature in excess, rainfall de- 
ficient, although distributed well, showers oc- 
curred Saturday and Sunday; soil in excellent 
shape for plowing, seeding of wheat and oats well 
along: barley and Max seeding and early vegetable 
planting begun; condition of winter wheat very 
poor; winter rye good; grass is turning green; 
wells and streams unusually low; more diversifica- 
tion in eros being done, which correspondingly 
lessens wheat acreage. 

North Dakota—Some seeding being done, but 
all work has been retarded by the dry weather.

Rain of fast week was of great benefit. 

South Dakota—Opportune precipitation over 
most of the State and above average temperature 
very favorable; ground generally in excellent 
condition; wheat and oats seeding well advanced 
over southern portion and progressing rapidly 
elsewhere; wheat sprouting in southern counties. 

Kansas—Warm, partly cloudy weather, and 
generally fair rains have improved wheat, started 
grass, and brought oats forward finely; wheat in 
good condition in eastern counties, mixed in west- 
ern: alfalfa in fine condition and well advanced 
im western counties; flax sowing in progress, corn 
planting begun. 

Nebraska—Seeding well advanced and soil in 
excellent condition; most of small grain sown be- 
fore general rain the last of the week and now 
coming up in fine condition; fall wheat consider- 
ably injured by drought and high winds; rye gen- 
erally uninjured. 

Michigan-—-Temperature above normal: precipi- 
tation slightly above in northern and central and 
below in southern counties: sunshine below; plow- 
ing and seeding in southern part of the State; 
fruit buds and winter wheat reported in generally 
good condition. 

Ohio—Showers and warmth of latter part of week 
have advanced the growth of wheat and grass: 
oats, clover seeding, and plowing for corn in rapid 
progress; early potatoes being planted; more rain 
needed. 

Kentucky—Generally warm and cloudy with fre- 
quent showers; no damage from frosts 3d and 4th; 
wheat in fine condition: nearly all oats planted; 
corn planting in full progress in western sections; 
tobacco beds sown: pastures good. 

Upon the whole the week has been very favora- 
ble. Corn planting has progressed rapidly under 
favorable conditions in the Southern States, where 
a¥large proportion of the crop is in the ground and 
some has come u Preparations for corn plant- 
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and planting has begun in Missouri and Kansas. 
Oats seeding is progressing rapidly in Ohio, and 
nearly the entire acreage of this crop has been 
sown in Illinois, Indiana, lowa, and Missouri. 
Seeding has begun in West Virginia, and is well 
advanced in Maryland, New Jersey, Minnesota, 
and South Dakota. Winter wheat has greatly im- 
proved during the week in Illinois, and is in fine 
condition in Missouri and Eastern Kansas, but 
less favorable reports are received from Minneso- 
ta and Wisconsin, where it is reported badly win- 
ter killed. 
in Minnesota and South Dakota, and while some 
seeding has been done in North Dakota the work 
has been retarded by dry weather. Cotton plant- 
ing has been pushed forward in Louisiana and has 
continued under favorable conditions in Texas. A 
little has been planted in Arkansas, but none in 
Mississippi; planting will begin in Alabama in a 
few days. ‘The general outlook for fruit is excel- 
lent. no serious damage having yet been done by 
frost. Rain is badly needed in Oklahoma, and 
more would be beneficial in Texas, Missouri, Ohio, 
Minnesota, and North Dakota.

THE NEW CITY ADMINISTRATION. 
The installation of Mayor Swift was man- 


aged in true business fashion and is full of 


promise for a business-like administration of 
municipal affairs. There was an absence of 
the gang element in the Council cham- 
ber. It realizes its occupation is gone. There 
was an absence of the boodlers. They realize 
they have nothing more to hope for, The 
outgoing Mayor’s message is a long, dreary 
statement as to the offensive past, apologizing 
fot his shortcomings, thrashing over much 
old straw, and closing up with a peroration 
on smallpox. The incoming Mayor did not 
waste one minute in the message busi- 
ness. He had no promises to make. His 
address to the Council was exactly 
twelve lines long. It expressed only the 
hope that the different branches of the 
city government would work together ha® 
moniously and that the city autborities 
would go fill their positions as to subserve the 
best interests of the people. There were no 
fulsome promises, no boasting, no flamboy- 
ance. If brevity be the soul of wit, then this 
was ‘the wittiest message ever given to the 
Council, Certainly it was the most common- 
sense one. Mayor Swift has set a praise- 
worthy example to all future Mayors, There 
is nothing more unsatisfactory than a long- 
winded inaugural and nothing hat is so apt 
to return and plague the soul gf the man who 
makes it, as is abundantly skown by refer- 
ence to Mr. Hopkins’ career. The new Mayor 
evidently has determined he shall be judged 
by his performances and not by his promises. 

Mr. Swift has wisely decided to take time 
in the organizing of his Cabinet. He has thus 
far annquneed but two names and tnese will. 
give universal satisfaction. Mr, Wetherell, 
his Controller, is well known as an able, con- 
servative financier who has already had valu- 
able experience in the management of the 
municipal money. As he is a thorough busi- 
ness-man and will not allow politics to influ- 
ence his position in .any way he will work in 
admirably with the business policy of this ad- 
ministration. The Mayor’s nomination of Mr. 
Swenie, the gallant old fire-fighter who has 
administered the business of the Fire De- 
partment so many years to the absolute satis- 
faction of the people of Chicago, was another 
fitting act, showing that the Mayor is de- 
termined to make no mistakes and that he 
will surround himself with capable, intelli- 
gent, active men sharing his own views of the 
policy which the city government should 
pursue, 

The new acministration starts off auspi- 
ciously. The Mayor will make no mistake in 
naming the Civil Service Commissioners, and 
they will so administer the new law as to se- 
cure all the benefits which will arise from its 
vigorous, impartial enforcement. This will 
lighten the Mayor’s task by freeing him from 
the partisan pressure which otherwise would 
take up so much of his time. It will relieve 
the department employés and the police from 
the domination of the gang and they will be 
lett free to devote themselves exclusively to 
their work, failing which they will be dis- 
missed from the city service. When the Coun- 
cil adopts its new rules, which the committee 
has been ordered to formulate and present, 
there wil] be fewer occasions for the Mayor’s 
vetoes of boodling ordinances, All looks weil 
for the Mayor who was elected by the largest 
majority ever cast at a city election. Tue 
Trisuye believes he has the disposition to 
give the city the most economical, honest, 
and business-like administration it has ever 
had and that long before itis ended the last

THE INCOME TAX CLASS LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Justice Field in the dissenting opinion 
read by him Monday exposes and denounces 
the great offense of the income tax law. He 
condemns i: because it is class legislation. 
That it is such is perfectly well known. # 
was intended to be such by its framers and 
friends. It was the work of Populists and of 
Democratic sympathizers with Populism who 
wished to impose heavy taxation on certain 
classes and certain sections and to leave other 
classes and sections untaxed, If the Populists 
and Populist-Democrats had dared they would 
have gone farther than they did and graded 
their tax so as to take a still heavier propor- 
tion of the large incomes. 
The merit of Justice Field’s opinion is that 
he récognizes these manifest facts and states 
them plainly, and shows that the law is un- 
constitugional because of them. He admits 
that Congress can impose tax on the income 
from personal property, but that tax must be 
uniform or it is unconstitutional. He says: 

The income tax law under consideration is 
marked by discriminating features which affect 
the whole law. It discriminates between those 
who receive an income of $4,000 and those who 
do not. It thus vitiates, in my judgment, by this 
arbitrary discrimination the whole legislation. 
The legislation, in the discrimination it makes, is 
class legislation. Whenever a distinction is made 
in the burdens a laW imposes, or in the benefits it 
confers on any citizens by reason of their birth, 
wealth, or religion, it is class legislation and 
leads inevitably to oppression and abuses and to 
general unrest and disturbance in society. Un- 
der wise and constitutional legislation every citi- 
gen should contribute his proportion, however 
small the sum, to the support of the government, 
and it is no kindness to urge any of our citizens 
to escape from that obligation. If he contributes 
the smallest mite of his earnings to that purpose 
be will have a greater regard for the government 
and more self-respect for himself, feeling that. 
though he is poor in fact, he is not a pauper of 
his government. And itis to be hoped that what- 
ever woes and embarrassments may betide our 
people they may never lose their manliness and 
self-respect. Those qualities preserved they will 
ultimately triumph over all reverses’ of fortune. 

When the law was being considered by 
Congress it was defended by some Democrats 
on the ground that this moderate conces- 
sion to the Populists would satisfy and die- 
arm them, and they wou'd cease calling for a 
heavier and a graded tax. On the contrary, 
the Populists by being given a little were en- 
couraged to ask for more. Justice Field be- 
lie ves in no such compromises, or attempts 
at compromise, when principles are involved. 
He says, in words which every member of 
the next Congress should read: : 

The present assault upon capital is but the be- 
ginning. It will be the stepping stone to others, 
large and more sweeping, till our political con- 
tests will become a war of the poor against the 
rich: a war constantly growing in intensity and 
bitterness. Ifthe court sanctions the power of 
discriminating taxation and nullifles the uniform- 


ity mandate of the Constitution, as said by ono 


who has been all bis life a student of our insti- 
tutions, “it will mark the hour when the sure 


decadence of our present government will com- 


monco. If the purely arbitrary limitation of 
$4,000 in the present law can be sustained, none 
having loss than that amount of property being 
assessed or taxed for the support of the govern- 
ment, the limitation of future Congresses may be 
fixed ata much larger sum—at five or ten or 
that 
amount alone being cofnpelied to bear the bur- 
dens of governnyent; or the limitation may be 
designated atsuch an amount as a board of walk- 
ing delegates may deem necessary. 

‘These extracts from Justice Pield's opin- 
ion state briefly and strongly the fatal ob. 
jection to the law. It is not met by any of 


| the Justicés who iavor the law, It cannot 


a 


be. And whena bill is introduced this com- 
ing Devember to repeal the law, no opponent 
of that measure will be able to controvert the 
charge that the income tax is class legislation, 
and was meant as the first step towards class 
legislation of a still worse character. 


AMEND THE GERRYMANDERED APPOR- 
TIONMENT LAV. 

In the suit to test the constitutionality of 
the Senatorial apportionment law certain dis- 
tricts created by it were mentioned speci- 
fically, and it was shown how, by a slightly 
different arrangement of the counties com- 
posing adjoining districts, the objections to 
them based on inequality of population or 
lack of compactness or both could be measur- 
ably overcome. 

It was shown, for instance, that if Du Page 
were detached from Kane and attached to the 
adjoining Couaty of Will greater equality 
would be secured; that the same would hap- 
pen were Henderson disconnected from Knox, 
Warren, and Mercer and put with Hancock, 
McDonough, and Schuyler, or if, for the com- 
binations Edgar-Clark-Cumberiand-Effing- 
ham and Jasper-Crawford-Richland-Law- 
rence. were substituted Edgar-Clark-Craw- 
ford-Lawrence and Cumberland-Effingham- 
Jasper-Richiand. 

The Supreme Court looked sorrowfuily at 
the gerrymandered districts to which its at- 
tention was specitically called, said that it 
was a bad piece of business, and that the par- 
tisan Legislature of 1893 had behaved shock- 
ingly, but us it had gerrymandered only a 
dozen districts or so out of fifty-one the court 
felt it would be indelicate for it to interfere. 
But if the Democrats had gerrymandered all 
the districts, or, in order to leave no doubt of 
their intention to violate the Constitution, had 
called their law An act to make a legis- 
lative gerrymander, then the Supreme 
Court says it would have interfered. 

It is the plain duty of the Legislat ure to 
pass a bill which shall cure the defects in 
about a dozen districts, some of them in this 
city and some in the country. It is not neces- 
sary to make a radically new apportionment 
from the southern to the northern end of the 
State. The majority of the districts laid out 
by the present law are not open to criticism. 
But where there are defects which are easily 
curable adetermined attempt should be made 
to remove them. 

Some Republicans are confident that Gov. 
Altgeld would veto such a bill were it sent to 
him, It is not best to assume that he would 
veto a fair, equitable bill, manifestly designed 
to remove the inequalities which cannot be 
defended. Fer, though much has been said 
and written on the subject of the apportion- 
ment, no Democrat has ever ventured to de- 
ny that the proposed remodeling of the ger- 
rymandered district would make districts 
which were infinitely better from all points 
except a partisan one. 

Therefore Altgeld should be given a chance. 
Test him and see if he is willing to go on the 
record as vetoing a bill to remove some ad- 
mitted defects in the apportionment, If he 
should sign it he would be credited with one 
good act. Should he refuse to do so the bill 
would fail to pass, but another black mark 
would be made against the Democrats by the 
voters of Illinois, who have shown they are 
opposed to gerrymanders and to minority 
rule.

A SINGULAR ATTEMIT AT AN APOLOGY. 

A Massachusetts clergyman charged Presi- 
dent Cleveland with having been drunk on 
the day of the naval review in New York. 
Mr. Cleveland was moved to wrath by this and 
denied it vehemently. So did various other 
gentlemen who were with him on that day. 
Thereupon the ‘clergyman ‘‘ withdraws the 
statement“ and tenders ‘* apologetic and sin- 
cere. regrets to the President of the United 
States and to the public.”’ 

Had this been all it would have been suffi- 
cient. But the clergyman says he withdraws 
the statement because the case is one ot con- 
flict of testimony between witnesses of equal 
credibility,’ and he himself, having no per- 
sonal knowledge, cannot decide between them. 
He says his mention of the drinking habits of 
the President was based partly on common 
report and partly on the testimony of eye- 
witnesses. The names of those witnesses, he 
says, obviously I cannot with propriety re- 
veal, since sharing their knowledge in com- 
mon with many others, they might justly 
shrink from being singled out and called to 
verify that of which not only they but others 
equally with themselves had ocular proof.“ 

This certainly is an extraordinary apology. 
Among the witnesses for the defense who de- 
ciare that Mr. Cleveland was sober at the 
time of the naval review are Chauncey NM. 
Depew and Frederic R. Coudert. One is a 
Republican and the other a Democrat. The 
word of each of them is beyond suspicion. 
Who then are the witnesses of equal credi- 
bility’ who told this clergyman that Mr. 
Cleveland was very drunk? Obviously it is 
his duty to reveal the names of his witnesses 
and let the public judge whether they are 
equally credibie. It cannot with propriety be 
assumed that they would “justly shrink” 
from being called on to testify regarding 
something of which it is allegei they had 
“cular proof.” 

Possibly this clergyman’s intentions are all 
right, but he has managed to make an apolo- 
gy which is an aggravation of the original 
offense. 


DEPEW VS. ALTGELD, 

The irascible Governor of Illinois has once 
more fallen into his bad habit of singling out 
persous who may have presumed to criticise 
his actions and making them the victims of 
his badtemper. The latest of these victims is 
the genial Chauncey M. Depew, and as he is 
the adopted son of Chicago the assault of the 
Governor upon him possesses local interest. 
In his original criticism of Altgeld, in which 
no name was mentioned, Mr. Depew did not 
go beyond the bounds of good taste nor did 

e say anythmg more than thousands of 
people in Chicago have said in accordance 
with the facts in the case, 

In reply to Mr. Depew's criticism, which 
is the criticism of every intelligent, truthful 
person in this city, the Governor makes a 
violent personal assault upon him, charging 
him with having been a lobbyist, an agent of 
the Vanderbilts in handling boodle, a high 
salaried railroad President, an official of the 
Stock- Yards, though de did not know on 
which end of a steer the horns belonged,” an 
engineer of money out of public into private 
pockets, an acquirer of wealth by improper 
practices, and a man addicted to wm pping 
the Stars and Stripes about him. ‘ 

In reply to the Governor’s ill-natured dia- 
tribe Mr. Depew displays his customary clev- 
erness and good nature and at the same time 
punches him up with a peculiarly sharp stick. 
As to his knowledge of the business end of 
the steer he declines to commit him- 
self for some unknown reason, perhaps be- 
cause he fancies the farmers would find fault 
with him at which ever end of the animal he 
might locate the horns. As to the other allega- 
tions there will be mo doubt as to his position, 
As to wrapping himself in tne Stars und 


Stripes he prefers that to the red rag in which 


the Governor seems disposed to wrap him- 
self, As to his charge that he knows nothing 
avout railroads Mr. Depew is satisfied with 
having been elected President ot the Central 
ten times with not a vote against him, and is 
wiling io wager eves with Altgeld that he

cannot be reé!ected once to his office after a 
fair bearing. As to wealth, it is the assertion 
of the people with whom Altgeld associates 


that no man accumulates more than 81.000 


000 in this world unless he steals it. Mr. 
Depew thinks he does not need to work out 
the problem any further, but at the same time 
he gives the Governor the following sly dig: 

Altgeld owns the biggest building in Chicago. 
His cry is always for a division of property. He 
knows very well that the rest of the people will 
not allow it and he gets all the credit of being a 
reformer without endangering his fortune, If he 
would practice his preaching he would divide his 
property first, and then, after setting the ex- 
ample, call on the rest of the country to follow 
his lead. 


Summing up his opinion of Altgeld Mr. 


Depew declares he is an iridescent human 
humbug, fluttering in the uncertain sunshine 
of notoriety.” The epithet shows that 
Chauncey knows his man, and the breezy 
manner in which he applies it also shows that 
he can keep Lis good temper under provoca- 
tion. This being the case his adopted city will 
not care muchas to his exact knowledge of 
the end of the animal where the horns are lo- 
cated. The irascible Governor has found 
out where Chauncey carries his horns and can 
testify as to his knowledge of how to use 
them, 2 
THE DEMOCRATIC IRISH BOSSES HANG ON 
Immediately after the late election the Dem- 
ocratic organ spoke outin favor of .a refor- 
mation and reorganization of the party. It 
called on the bosses who had led it to defeat 
to retire, and it dwelt on the fact that out of 
the total number of bosses a disproportionate- 
ly large number were Irish. Several Demo- 
cratic Germans were incignant over the fact 


that in wards where the Irish element of the 


party was in a hopeless numerical minority it 
had all the ward committeeships and bossed 
the Germans ruthless!y. 

Several days have gone by since then and 
not a single Democratic Irish boss has sent in 
his resignation. Not one of them has given 
notice that it is his intention to doso. Not 
one of thein has deigned to take the least no- 
tice of the appeal of the party organ or of 
the protests of the German Democrats. Nor 
does any of them intend to do 80. They have 
been bossing the party from the beginning, 
and they see no reason for letting go their 
hold. They feel that they are rulers of the 
party by divine right and that it would go to 
pieces if it did not have their votes and their 
leadership. 

Nor are the Irish bosses of the Chicago 
Democrats willing to admit that the last two 
elections are a protest against their manage- 
ment and a demand for their retiracy. Nor 
should they make such an admission, for un- 
questionably the chief causes for the last two 
tremendous Democratic defeats were the two 
terrific panics, caused by Democratic free 
trade policies and by the fear of Democratic 
unsoundness on the money question. The re- 
cent action of the Demacratic State Central 
committee justities the fears of those who be- 
lieved the Democracy was drifting into free 
silverism. 

Yet all impartial observers will agree that 
the Irish element of the Chicago Democracy 
has ruled that party a little too absolutely 
for the last twenty years or more, and has 
been decidedly too greedy. It has made the 
Germans and Americans take back seats in 
the galleries and look on while the Irish were 
parceling out the offices amoung themselves. 
Of course they contributed most of the votes, 
but without German and American assistance 
they would have been hopelessly in the mi- 
nority. 

It must be admitted that the Republican 
method of doing business is a fairer one. 
When that party has the disposal of the offices 
it divides them in accordance with the rules 
of equity. It gives large slices of plum cake 
to the Republican Germans and the Repub- 
lican Scandinavians. The Republican Ameri- 
cans are not forgotten, nor are the Irish Re- 
publicans who, though not numerous, are 
active, effective party men. 

Therefore if Germans and members of other 
nationalities have a yearning for offices they 
ought to see that the way to get them is to ally 
themselves with the Republican rather than 
the Democratic party. It seems to be fated 
that the latter must be ridden by the Irish, who 
Tammanyize it in New York, put Hopkins at 
the head of it here, and in all times and in all 
places lay hands on 99 per cent of the offices, 


A LAST RESORT. 

The Washington Post has been casting 
about for some method by which the Demo- 
cratic party can be rescued from the dangers 
which are encompassing it. The only one 
upon which it places any reliance is the nom- 
ination of a Southern man for the Presidency. 
It declares this would be the courageous, 
the consistent, the equitable thing to do. It 
says: 

As for the Southern people in general—the 
present generation—they know of the war only 
by hearsay and tradition. To them the war is a 
mere abstraction—hardly a personal memory. 
They do not recognize it or its influences in their 
philosophy. It has sent them no message, 
bequeathed them no legacy. Saving the 
pride they take in the valor and devotion of 
their fathers—a sentiment which honors. them 
they-think and remember nothing of the war, its 
triumphs, its disasters, and its animosities. Their 
plans are for the present, their hopes are in the 
future. This is their country, consecrated for 
them by two memorabie tragedies. They have 
no thought or dream which does not include the 
giory, the greatness, und the perpetuity of the 


Union. - 

Hence the South, being the most distinc- 
tively American section of our country,” in 
the opinior of our Washington contemporary, 
is entitled to the nomination. It is significant 
that Senator David B. Hill promptly indorses 
the suggestion of the Post, and that other 
Democratic politicians in Washington regard 
it with favor. It may be that Hill is taking 
time by the forelock, and is making capital 
for himself in that section, or it may be that 
he sees no other way of heading off the Re. 
publicans, who are invading the Scuth with a 
success that promises ere long to break up its 
solidity. If anything would rouse the Briga- 
diers to resist the Republican encroachment 
it would be the nomination of one of their 


number for the Presidency. Whatever may 


be Hill’s idea it will make little difference to 
Republicans. As one of our contemporaries

the dollars in wuſch the debt was incurred. 
This would inciude the indebtedness of 
savings bunks to their depositors, nearly all

ciations in the different States, of. the rich 


Downers of the big buildings and farms who 


owe large amounts of money borrowed on 
their property from the deposits of the poorer 
members of society, and the wage fund at the 
command of employers of labor, who in con- 
sequence would be crippled so that they could 
not employ and pay as much labor as before.

Ir ig often said and written that England 
has been ona gold basis only since 1816, 
having been on a silver basis up to that year. 
This is hardly tfue, as in 1774 it was declared 
that silver should no longer be a tender, ex- 
cept by weight, for sums greater than 25 
pounds sterling. It may be interesting to 
know the reason stated for this- and to find 
that the conditions it was sought to remedy by 
this enactment were similar to those 
which ruled in this country within 
the present century. In the words of 
J. R. McCulfoch, as quoted in the American 
Cyclopedia, from 1717 to 1816 no silver 
coins of legal weight and purity would re- 
main in circulation, but were either melted 
down or exported to foreign countries. Nor 
is it true, as often has been stated, that silver 
fluctuated but little in price in the eighteenth 
century. After the government had recoined 
all the silver currency so as to nake it full 
weight without raising its value, it became 
even more difficult to maintain the silver 
part of the circulation, and the gold guinea 
fluetuated so much that its value as measured 
in silver ranged all the way from 21 to 80 
shillings. = &

Walter Besant in referring to the recent 
death of Corney Grain, the English humor- 
ist, says: Corney Grain is dead! One more 
victim to the plague that is raging in our 
midst. The saddened world would willing- 
ly have spared many a grave, learned, and 
didactic person in order to keep this kindly 
and accomplished and versatile humorist, 
The last time I saw him in one of his enter- 
tainments I fell to speculating whether his 
kind of success was not, after all, more de- 
sirable than that of many more ambitious 
branches. Consider; there are so many 
drawbacks in every other branch. The 
statesman is misrepresented, abused, and 
slandered; only after his death does he re- 
ceive the place and recognition due to him, 
The lawyer is nearly killed with work before 
he becomes a judge. The man of science 
sustains one long-continued life of unceas- 
ing toil—perhaps unrewarded by discovery, 
The poet eats out his heart because the 
world will not read his verses. The man, 
however, who amuses the world and makes 
it laugh receives instant recognition, ad- 
miration, and fortune; praise and the trib- 
408 of laughter are offered to him every 
day. Set against this all that can be said 
about the calling of the mughter-compeller, 
His work cannot live after him; it is ephem- 
eral work: it is not highly dignified work; 
when he dies he is quickly forgotten: those 
who amuse the world follow each other in 
an endless chain; they play their part, they 
pass, they are succeeded; the next genera- 
tion knows them not. All this is true, and 
yet—consider—distinction, recognition, ad- 
miration, fortune — these are very great 
gifts. Remembering these things, and 
thinking of that bright and genial humorist, 
smiling and happy before the rows of laugh- 
ing faces, I am quite sure that, if the choice 
were offered before one was born, there are 
many, very many, who would rather be 
Corney Grain than Sir Vernon Harcourt, or 
— SaaS Chancellor, or the Archbishop of

The Rossetti Family. 

There has been no family whose peculiar 
exotic charm so deeply influenced a certain 
class of literary England as the Rossettis. 
We usually hear only of Dante Gabriel, 
with his poems and his pictures, which were 
painted poems, and of his sister Christina, 
the poetess and the painter’s inspiration. 
But there were four of them, each striking- 
ly individual. Their father, Gabriel Ros- 
setti, was an Italian whose revolutionary 
ideas compelled him to leave his native 
country. Like other political refugees, he 
found that English public life was a thing 
into which it would be impossible for him 
ever to put his finger and he meekly took 
up teaching youth as a means of livelihood, 

He was a great student of the poets, and 
he had a theory concerning medieval verse 
He believed that every line had a hidden and 
double meaning. He believed that Dante’s 
poetry was allegorical entirely and that 
every character represented some party or 
sect. Coleridge. who was allowed to read 
his notes upon this theory, said that they far 
passed the bounds of common sense. 

His children took up the poetic side not 
only of written lines but of life, Their 
mother was a Polidori, whose father had 
been secretary of Alfieri and whose brother 
was Lord Byron’s companion, She often

One of Rembrand:’s Papils, 

Ferdinand Bol was the oldest student in 
Rembrandt's house in Amsterdam. He was 
one of the first, and by many is congidereg 
to have been the best. Very little is know, 
of his life. He was born at Dort in June, 
1616, and became a pupil of Rembrandt to. 
ward 1630, when about 14 years of age, ana 
is not known to have had any other instruct. 
or. In 1652 he became a citizen of Amster. 
dam, and died there July 24, 1680, a rich 
man. Bol is considered chiefly as a portrait 
painter, though he executed many hist 
works and his etchings are highly esteemed, 
In his early pictures he adheres to the 
ner of his master, as may be readily ob- 
served in His portrait of Saskia, Rem. 
prandt’s wife, in the Brussels Museum, and 
in other of his works prior to 1642, in which 
he comes very near his master. After this 
he endeavors to strike out for himself, be. 
comes different from Rembrandt in ey 
way, and does not succeed very well, un 
finally we have a masterpiece in which he 
shows a style of his own. 

This is the Regents“ in the Ryks My. 
seum at Amsterdam, which was painted in 
1649. It is a portrait group of great excej. 
lence, and has been ranked superior to Rem. 
brandt's works in the truthfulness of its 
flesh tones. It is a large canvas (eight feet 
long by six feet high), and represents the 
regents or governors of the Lepers’ Hospital 
at Amsterdam—an institution abandoned in 
1862. There are four figures, clad in b 
and wearing broad-brimmed hats, the go}. 
emnity of their attire being relieved by the 
rich Persian covering of the table at Which 
they are seated, while an attendant leads in 
a poor child whose disfigured head tells the 
story and motive of the work. Charles 
Blane mentions that on the occasion of an 
exhibition of paintings for some charitable 
purpose this canvas, which had hung for- 
gotten and unnoticed for two centuries in 
the old Leper House, created quite a sensa- 
tion; and that during the exhibition Rem. 
brandt was neglected for the sake of this 
tine work by his pupil. 

Ferdinan Bol’s works are scattered 
through a score of European museums, and 
deserve close study by the lovers of the old 
masters.—The Century. :

Clauses of the Settlement Between Her 

, and Mexica, ; 

City of Mexico, April 9.—The settlement 
between Mexico and Guatemala: contains 
ge ven clauses, as follows: 

First—Guatemala declares that government 
never had the intention to offend Mexico and be- 
Heved she only exercised her rights over the ter- 
ritory west of the Laountan River, thus recog- 
nizing her error. : 

Second—Notwithstanding this, and for the 
sake of harmony between the two countries, and 
out of a sense of equity, Guatemala promises to 
make good the damages caused by her agents and 
the amount of said indemnity to be settled by 
arbitration. 

. Third—Mexico desists from her claims of in- 
demnity for war expenses, also for her demand 
of Nov. 30, which demand was for the removal 
of Miles Rock from the Guatemaian Commission 
of Boundary Engineers, which Guatemala had 
already done. 

. Fourth—Guatemala consents that Mexico may 
immediately occupy the territory west of Chixoy 
‘and Usumacinta Rivers, the territory assigned 
to Mexico by the treaty of 1882 and which 
Guatemala claimed belonged to Mexico only 
after full delimitation is finished. while Mexico 
goncedes that the real meaning of the treaty of 
1882 is the line as quoted by Guatemala. 

Fifth Both countries accept the average lines 
drawn from the Usumacinta River, and in case 
of dispute the question is to be submitted to ar- 
bitration of engineers. 

Sixth--The geographic positions of the, Chixey 
River and U sumacinta River are to be fixed from 
the intersection of the first parallel to the first 
point of contact on the Passion River. and the 
boundary stones are to be placed according to the 
agreement of September, 1883. 

Seventh—This agreement is to be submitted 
to the approval of the legislative bodies of both 
countries for approval, but to be previously 
published by both countries if so desired, and 
the exchange of the ratifications must take place 
before the last day of May. 

Two copies were signed by Foreign Minis- 
ter Mariscal and Guatemalan Envoy De Leon. 

Four prisoners are held at San Juan Batista, 
for criminal participation in the recent border 
difficulties between Mexico and Guatemala. 
One of the prisoners is a Frenchman, another 
a Pole, and the others Mexicans. As two of 
the parties are foreigners it is probable they 
will make appeal to their respective govern- 
ments for protection.

„The Great Republic of the North.“ Presi- 
dent Crespo's message says: 
The high powers of the United States have just 
given in the pending question between Venezuela 
d England a signal proof of the extent to 
hich the principle of human justice prevails 
The Chief Magistrate 
of that powerful Republic, being persuaded of 
the great peril which is involved for American 
interests through a prolongation ofa conflict of 
such a grievous nature, expressed in his message 
to Congress the strong wish of inducing Great 
‘Britain to put an end to the dispute by arbitra- 
tion, a course long ago and earnestly proposed 
by Venezuela. In the House of Representatives 
there was introduced asa consequence of the 


President's salutary words a resolution which has

been inserted in tne yellow book of Venezuela 
and in the terms of which is disclosed the no- 
blest interest toward seeing the unfortunate con- 
troversy closed in conformity with justice and 
reason. The resolution earnestly recommends to 
the two contending parties tho adoption of the 
course indicated by the message of the President 
of the United States in order to peacefully set- 
tle the dispute, which, as hus been said, is the 
same course Venezuela has stood ready to pur- 
| The legislative act referred to was ap- 
prvfved by both Chambers and his Excellency 
President Cleveland affixed his signature and 
seal thereto the 2lst of February. 

Such tokens of the spirit of justice with which 
the transcendant question of the Guiana bound- 
aries is studied and considered by the magistrate 
and Legislatures of the great republic of the 
North require from Venezuela a significant act 
of special gratitude, which only you can sanc- 
‘tion, so as to express the wish of the whole peo- 
ple of Venezuela. 1 feel certain this idea will

Clurg painstakingly for three weeks nursed 
the wounded coolie back to health in a 
Chinese Government hospital.

HOW ETHELRED WAS FIRED UPON, 


When the Spantard Saw the English Flag 
He Quietly Steamed Away. 

Boston, Mass., April 9.—The steamship 
Ethelred of the Boston Fruit company, which 
was fired upon by a Spanish gunboat on her 
outward voyage to Jamaica, arrived at her 
dock here today. Capt. Hopkins, her com- 
mander, said, regarding the affair: 

April 1, we were proceed ing on our regu- 
lar course, when, about 11 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, off Cape Maysi, we sighted a vesrel 
which we could not at first make out. We 
were about a mile from shore. Suddenly the 
stranger fired a blank shot across our bows. 
This caused the greatest excitement on board, 
the three passengers, one man from Quincy 
and two from Chicago, being considerably 
alarmed. When the shot was fired I stopped 
and allowed the vessel to come within hailing 
distance of us. I found it was a gunboat but 
I could not clearly distinguish the name. The 
first part of it waz Neuevae.“ When she 
saw the British flag floating over my vessel 
she quietly steamed past us. We then pro- 
ceeded to Jamaica where I laid the matter be- 
fore the proper authorities. 


PLAN TO ANNIHILATE THE JAPANESE 


Chinese Genius Evolves Brilliant Idea for 
Modern Warfare.

MEAT STILL GOES UP. 


SAID TO BE AN ATTEMPT BY PAOK- 
ERS TO OONTROL THE MARKET. 


Representatives of the Larger Houses in 
New York Say the Advance in Price Is 
Due Entirely to a Scarcity of Cattle in 
the West—Standard Telephone Company 
Plans for Downing the Beall Monopoly 
“Other Rivals Spring Up- General New 
York News, 


New York, April 9.—[{Special.]—The ad- 
vance in the price of meat still claims atten- 
tion. The proprietor of a retail meat market 
in West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street is authority for the statement that an 
attempt is making to control the meat mar- 
ket of the United States and advance the 
prices to consumers. This dealer says the 
recent advance in the price of meat is not 
justified; that the supply of meat is normal, 
and the only reason it costs the retail butch- 
ers from 20 to 30 per cent more than it dida 
month ago is because the big wholesale firms 
have combined to control the market. The 
firms who, he says, are making an effort to 
control the market are the big four firms of 
Western packers, Messrs. Armour & Co,, 
Nelson Morris & Co., G. F. & E. C. Swift, 
the Cudahy Packing company, Hammond & 
Co., and the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
company, All of these save Hammond & 
Co. have places of business in New York 
City. The Schwarzschild & Sulzberger com- 
pany of this city recently joined hands, it 1s 
said, with the Westerners. 

Retail dealers say meat is higher now than 
it has been in twenty-three years, and that 
its price may be forced higher yet if the 
companies that control the market desire 
it. Beef is higher in New York than it was 
during the railway riots in Chicago, when 
the entire Western supply was cut off tem- 
porarily. It is said here while the combina- 
tion has been formed to force up the price to 
consumers, it has also kept at the lowest 
notch the prices that it pays to cattle-raisers 
for their product. One result of this injus- 
tice is that the cattle-raisers have been 
forced to form an association for mutual! 
protection. The members of this associa- 
tion of cattle-raisers, it is stated, have 
bound themselves to no longer sell their cat- 
tle to representatives of the firms that com- 
prise the combination. It has been decided 
to open two co-operative cattle exchanges 
for the members of the assciation, where 
cattle will be bought and sold for future de- 
livery. 

One of these exchanges will be located in 
Chicago and the other in Omaha. Manager 
Barry of the New York agency. of Cudahy 
& Co. said today representatives of the big 
packing firms. met each year to arrange 
prices, he thought, but was unable to give 
any details. 

. A. Adams, the New York representa- 
tive of the Swift interest, said there was no 
agreement between the packing companies 
which were rivals in every way and had too 
many conflicting interests to come to any 
understanding. The Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger company declared the prices were 
high because the farmers of the West were 
not able to supply the packers. 

H. O. Armour, the Eastern representative 
of P. D. Armour & Co., said today: The 
advance is simply due to a shortage in the 
supply .of marketable cattle throughout 
the country consequent upon an almost 
complete failure of the corn belt of the coun- 
try and short crops for a year or two pre- 
ceding that. It is a fact which few Eastern 
people undestand, that good prime beef can 
only be made from corn, Weare not killing 
within 50 per cent as many cattle a year 
ago, while the receipts of cattle at 
ing Western primary markets show an enor- 
mous falling off. We have been losing money 
for the last two years.“ 

Cleveland, O., April 9.—[{Special.]—There 
has been an advance of 2% cents in the price 
of beef within the last few weeks, caused by 
the scarcity of cattle, and a still greater ad- 
vance is predicted. In the West and South- 
west, which furnish a greater part of the 
beef for this market, the marketable cattle 
ure said to be scarce, and it will be at least 
another year before the supply will compare 
with former years. Cattle have been bred 
up to a higher standard and are improving 
in that direction, and the best grade of beef 
is rapidly becoming a luxury here. 

Huntington, Ind., April 9.—[Special.]}—Ow- 
ing to a scarcity of cattle butchers have ad- 
vanced the price of meats three to five cents. 
They say the best steaks will soon be worth 
20 cents a pound.

Broad street, the prime mover in the plans 
that have so upset the Bell grabbers, is 
thronged every day by members of his syn- 
dicate, who discuss arrangements for build- 
ing their enormous telephone system. So 
far it exists only on paper, but publication 
of the plans has sent Bell Telephone stock 
from 194 down to 176. 

Other hunters out after the Bell coon are 
a swarm of electrical.inventors. For two 
months the field of telephone invention has 
been opén to the keen-witted. The Bell pat- 
ent covered the entire art of speaking overa 
wire, and no one, even if he had the best sys- 
tem of telephonic communication in the 
world, could use it without paying tribute to 
the Bell people. 

But it is different now, though they still 
control the fundamental patents that can- 
not be infringed, and that help to perpetu- 
ate their monopoly. .The officers of the new 
Standard company say they have three 
patents which permit thé construction of a 
telephone system and that enable them to 
do anything the Bell people can do. What 
the three patents are the Standard Compa- 
ny’s officers refuse to say on the ground that 
they are not yet ready for publicity. They 
have twenty-five patents, all told, and the 
other twenty-two they must consider of 
minor weight. 

The Standard company, with its promise 
of a rate of $36 and $24 a year,‘as opposed to 
the extortionate charges of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company of New 
York, has not yet frightened the latter into 
a reduction. An officer of the Standard com- 
pany today said their promise of a service 
at and 2 a month had been received by 
the public with great enthusiasm, and they 
had been overwhelmed with offers of sup- 
port, moral and financial.

The plaintiff alleges on or about Nov. 16, 
1887, the defendants entered into mutual 
agreement to sell no goods manufacturer 
by them to any person, firm, association, or 
corporation whatsoever that thereaf ter 
should buy or sell any goods manufactured 
by the plaintiff. 

The plaintiff further alleges that the de- 
fendants sent notices to many of the pur- 
chasers of his goods, the result being that 
they withdrew their patronage from him. 
He complains that in consequence of these 
uctions of the defendants he suffered con- 
siderable loss, and says the object of the de- 
fendants was to establish a monopoly and 
compel him to join with them, or, failing in 
that, to drive him out of business.

Alienation of Mrs, George W. Coudrey’s

Schweinfurth and his associates made no 
pretense at defense, claiming their doctrine 
taught them to make no reply to the attacks 
The suit was also directed against 
William Baldwin and Francis Ward, disci- 
ples of the Messiah.“ Baldwin and Ward 
both appeared. Ward had for his counsel 
Capt. W. P. Black. A few minutes after the 
trial began the suit was dismissed as to 
Ward.

The absence of Schweinfurth was not with- 
out explanation. Attorney B. M. Munn was 
in.court as the representative of Mrs. Coud- 
rey, the wife of the plaintiff. Mrs. Coudrey 
was at home ill, but she sent Mre Munn to 
watch the case. Some time ago she request- 
ed Mr. Munn to urge Schweinfurth to appear 
and oppose the suit. Schweinfurth’s an- 
swer was as follows: 

Rockford, III., April 3.—Messrs. Munn and Ma- 
pledoram—Gentlemen: Your communication of 
the Ist inst. Came to my hand early yesterday aft- 
ernoon. I do not feel that I am able to do any- 
thing to withstand or resist the doings of men. 
Mrs. Coudrey, in the fourteen years that I have 
known her, has not given me, all told, in money 
and otherwise so much as 580. Any word of od 
vice spoken by me to any of George Coudrey’s 
children was ever to the effect that they must re- 
spect and obey their father.

ATOHISON REORGANIZATION SOHEME 
IS PROMULGATED. 


Signed by All the Members of the Joint 
Executive Reorganizatiog Committee, 
and Has Been Approved by the New 
York, London, and Daich Interests= 
General Freight Agents Meet and Dis- 
cue Plans to Equalize Freight Rates 
and Adopt a Plan=—Ralilway Notes, 

New Vork. April 9.—The Atchison Reorgan- 
ization committee issued its plan today. It is 
signed by all the members of the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Reorganization committee, and has 
deen approved by the New York General Re- 
organization committee, the London Bond- 
holders’ committee, and Hope & Co. of Ams- 
terdam, acting for the Dutch bondholders. 
The plan proposed is to foreclose the general 
mortgage and other mortgages, if deemed de- 
sirable, aud vest the properties acquired at 
foreciosure sale in a new company. The cap- 
italization of the Atchison company under the 


‘reorganization will compare as follows with 


the present figures: 

New general mortgage 4s, $96,990,582, with 
fixed interest of 63.879.623. and 4 per cent ad- 
justment bonds $51,728,311,, non-cumulative, 
until after July 1, 1900, in place of present gen- 
eral mortgage 4s, ee to $129,320,776, 
with fixed interest of $5,172.831.

TRY TO EQUALIZE FREIGHT RATES, 
General Freight Agents Meet and Discuss 
» Knotty Problem. 

A meeting of the General Freight Agents of 
the Western Freight Association was held last 
week for the purpose of improving the rate 
conditions upon import traffic from the Gulf 
and Atlantic seaboard territory when destined 
to Missouri River points and beyond, witha 
view of removing the discrimination against 
domestic products. The Chairman atated 
that several meetings had been held in for- 
mer years to devise means to accomplish the 
object, but without success. A decision of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission had 
lately been confirmed by the United States 
Court, to the effect that the inlaud proportion 
on import shipments must not be exceeded by 
the local rates on like domestic commodities, 
The present proportional rate between the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers was 1214 
cents per 100 pounds. Notice had some time 
since been received from the Trunk Line 
Association lines, that they would not join in 
the lower proportionaT inland tariffs, and ex- 
ception thereto had also been taken by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, where- 
upon those rates had been restricted to ship- 
ments via Newport News and Montreal. The 
latter route extended as far as Michigan be- 
fore entering the United States, hence no in- 
termediate rates were disturbed, the distance 
betweén Port Huron and Chicago being 
short: and at Newport News there were no 
local industries of any nature. Substantially 
similar conditions prevailed at New Orleans. 
After outlining three plans that had been pro- 
posed two were deciared impracticable and 
the following resolution, embodying the third, 
was adopted: 

Resolved, Thatin order to place all lines west 
of the Mississippi River upon an equality as to 
rates that shall be 1 by them on the fol- 
lowing articles destined to the Missouri River: 
Cement, earthenware. Fuller's earth, salt, soda 
ash, tin plate, and caustic seda, basing points 
shall be established about equidistant from Kan- 
sas City. from which the rates to Missouri River 
points, Kansas City to Sioux City inclusive, shall 
not be less than the rates named in Western 
Freight Apsociation tariffs on domestic traflic. 
Mississippi River tothe Missouri River; that no 
line shall join any Eastern connection in ‘the pro- 
tection of any contracts allowing less than the 
agroed basis. 

Chairman Midgley issued a call yesterday 
for a meeting of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion to be held at The Rookery April 16 to 
consider the following subjects: 

Rates on bay from lowa, Minnesota. and Da- 
kota to St. Paul, Duluth, Chicago, Peoria, and 
Mississippi River; rates on grain and live stock 
between Minnesota and Dakota points and 
Council Bluffs and Omaha; rates on packing 
house product from lowa packing points to 
Middle States; rates on fertilizer from lowa 
points to Mississippi Valley points; rates bo- 
tween points on the Chicago, lowa and Dakota 
railway. via lowa Falls; proportional rates from 
Mississippi River to lowa and Minnesota points 
originating at Atlantic seaboard in view of ad- 
vanced rates to the Mississippi River; advance 
in window glass ffom Chicago, etc., to Iowa 
points.

Boston, Mass., April 9.—The House spent

CHINAMAN SHOOTS A COAL DEALER.
